Anaemia is a general term which 
méans that the blood is deficient in

The red 
cells were so rapidly destroyed that 
the bone marrow could not meet the 
the demand; this, in the end, meant 
death as the blood could not carry 
enough oxygen to all the tissues to 
maintain life,
